Anotlier Myth 

There are no signs of grief amonK 
Magic Vailcy farmers in the wnke of the 
house defeat of the farm bill. For.sev 
era] wcekii, farmers in this region have 
boon outspoken in their opposition to all 
farm controls. A national poll conducted 
by the Farm Journal indicates the atti- 
tude is not peculiar to Magic Valley. 

The grassroots opposition to controls 
may have been one of the factors that 
led to defeat of the farm bill. Some 48 
Democrats voted against the measure 
and it would be a good guess their stand 
was influenced considerably by word 
from the voters back home. 

If Idaho's two rcprcsentative.s, Mrs. 
Gracic Pfost and Ralph Harding, re- 
ceived much mail in opposition to the 
farm bill, it wasn't evident in their votes. 
They went right down the party line, 
vutiug for the farm bill. In view of the 
general protests from Slagic Valley 
farnier.i, Mr. Harding's, vote for the farm 
bill isn't like to help him at the polls in 
November. 

As a result of the farm bill defeat, the 
Kennedy administration trotted out an 



old bromide that apparently has been 
adopted aR Ibe psirty line to explain all 
reversals. Rep. Victor Wickerahnm, D., 
Okln., quoted President Kennedy as say- 
ing the defeat "shows the Republicans 
ore the obstructionists and thej' shoulder 
that responsibility." "The sentiment waa 
more or less shared by Secretary of Agri- 
culture Orville L. Freeman in a tirade 
that lashed the Republican party for 
"its blind opposition to every farm bill 
except Benson's." - 

That's hog^vash, and both President 
Kennedy and Secretary Freeman are 
well aware of it. Democrats in the hou.se 
of representatives outnumber the Re- 
publicans by something like 2G0 to 174, 
(living the Democrats' clear control of 
the house by a wide margin of 86 votes. 
With such decisive control, the admin- 
istration is fooling no one by trying to 
saddle the minority party for any failure 
or reversal. If the administration can 
keep Democratic members lined up in 
both the senate and house, it can gain 
any legislation it desires. 

The roll call vote tells the story. One 
Republican member of the house voted 
for the farm bill. But 48 Democrats 
heeded the word from their constituents 
, and opposed the bill. Those 48 Democrats 
ore the reason the farm bill was defeated 
and you can be sure the majority lead- 
ership wasted no time in voicing dis- 
pleasure to the 48. 

Let's have no more of this myth that 
174 Republicans can outvote 260 Demo- 
cra t3._The_Ikmocrata-control-congre39- 
■vvitHout a shadow of a doubt. They , get 
all the credit for what this particular 
congress accomplishes, but they must 
also accept whatever blame is forthcom- 
ing. That's no myth. _

EXPLOSIVE ORIENT 

Reports of Communist Chinese troops 
massing on the mainland of China oppo- 
site Formosa are intriguing. The original 
storj- on the troop concentration came 
from the White House in Washington, 
D. C, which is something of a switch. 
Similar reports for the past four years 
or so have originated with the Nation- 
alist Chinese government in exile on 
—Formosa— Aacoutd-be-expcctedrnt-cach 
successive warning from the Nationalist 
Chinese, everyone paid less and Ices at- 
tention. That's nil in the proper tradition 
of crying "Wolf 1" 

This time, wire service reports from 
Formosa picture the Nationalist Chinese 
ns being myRtified over the U. S. warn- 
ing. The U. S. described the buildup of 
some -100,000 communist troops and 300 
nirplancH. "most of the fighter type," 
then pointed out the absence of naval 
vessels so far. That led to the obvious 
conclusion that the buildup appeared to 
be defensive in nature. 

There is some speculation the whole 
thing was dc«igne<i as a warning to both 
Kcd China and Nationalist China to avoid 
anything thiit might involve the U. S. 

The Far East situation la explosive 
and tlie U. S. has given a good deal of 
attention to that region, aa was evident 
in the state department'.i foreign policy 
briefing last spring.

WASmNGTON, June Ifl Utl 
Although there la tome dissent 
within the party about the use 
of gloom -and-doom tactics, He- 
publ leans are pounding . the 
theme that President Kennedy'i 
policies caused the stock market 
drop, ■ 

The senate Republican policy 
committee has added Its critical 
Tolce to that of the Republican 
national committee, which has 
been suggesting that Wall street 
has witnessed a "Kennedy crash." 

In lis weekly memo to mem- 
bers, the policy group said that

say the least, about the 'myths 
of federal fiscal retponalblUty 
began to come home to roost" In 
the market d eel hies.
